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TREE, FRUIT AND HEDGE SEED. 


With Remarks About Sowing, Transplanting, Etc. 


All of our most valuable Forest Trees are readily 
grown from seed, and below we give a few hints which we 
hope will assist in preparing the seed for sowing and after 
culture, 

Conifers and Evergreen Tree Seeds should be kept in 

erfectly dry sand until the time of sowing; if this cannot 
Ee done readily, place them in a cool, dry spot, where mice 
will not eat them. Apple, Pear, Quince, and those 
‘with hard shells should be placed in boxes with sand, ana 
exposed to frost before planting, otherwise they may not 
vegetate till the second year after planting; but if these 
seeds arrive too late in the spring to expose them to the 
action of the frost, they may be put into a vessel of hot 
water for an hour orso before planting. The seeds of other 
deciduous trees and shrubs, with few exceptions, can be 
planted from the end.of March to the middle of May with 
great success. , J 

The soil should be deep, mellow and rich; if not so, 
apply a good liberal dressing of any old, well decomposed 
manure; mix thoroughly with the soil, and rake all down 
‘smooth and level, and your seed bed is ready. Now 
draw a line across one side of the plot, and with the 
hoe make a shallow trenchfrom a half to one inch deep, 
according to the size of the seed to be sown; make the 
trench about six inches wide, scatter the seeds over the 
bottom, but not too thickly, and then draw the soil back 
‘and cover seeds to the depth of abont the thickness of the 
seeds as evenly as possible, then press the bed gently with 
the back of the spade to make firm the earth around the 
seeds. 

Great care must be taken not to give too much water, as 
the young plants imbibe moisture very easily. Water 


with a fine rose, but never so that the ground be- 
comes soggy. Shade must be used to protect the young 
plants from the hot, drying sun and winds, and also to keep 
the birds from destroying them. 

The trenches or drills are to be two feet apart, so that 
the hoe or garden cultivator can be employed in eultivation. 
Keep the soil loose between the rows, and keep them well 
clear of weeds. Seeds of the rarer sorts may be sown in 
cold srames or in boxes; if in cold frames, the sashes 
should be shaded and the frame raised at the corners three 
or four inches to allow the air to circulate freely. Allow 


the young plants to remain from one to two years before 
transplanting. 


_ TRANSPLANTING—If not sown too thickly, a large ma- 
jority of our deciduous trees may be planted out in their 
permanent stations at one year old; others require first to 
be schooled, by transplanting them at one or two years, 
from the seed bed to other beds, or they may be at once 
lined-out in nursery rows and there cultivated until large 
enough for forest planting. 


The bedding out of young Evergeens from the seed bed 
may be a thinning out of the largest, leaving the smaller, 
It can be done in the spring, just as the buds swell. The 
plants are Set closely, well firmed and shaded if necessary, 
Or the shiftings can be safely practiced in the summer, 
after the terminal buds have been formed. Shading will 
then be required for afew days, and boards set on edge 
around the beds will protect from the winds, which might 


seriously affect them when removed from the thickly set 
seed bed.
